‘My Old Mule 


Is Gone’ 


On a small farm outside Clin- 
ton, N.C., the body of Matt Au- 
gustus Usher was recovered from 

a _barn-lot pond 
-* near his weather- 

| beaten house.

The rest was silence. 


Two days before, Matt Usher's 
old mule had died. For some 
20 years they had made crops to- 
gether. In the process they had 
shared the experience of growing 
old. 


There had been a communion 
between them—as there always 
has been between those who have 
borne burdens and shared the se- 
cret sorrows of life. Mules and 
small Southern farmers have been 
closer partners than man and 
horse or man and dog. For the 
small farmer the mule was his 
one indispensable possession. 


The wife and the children knew 
that without the mule there would 
be no furrows plowed, no seed 
drilled, no wood and water hauled, 
no cotton taken to the gin, no 
way to get to the general store. 
And they knew that on Sundays 
there would be no church but for 
the mule hitched to the buggy or, 
more often, to the wagon in which 
the straight kitchen chairs had 
been placed. This was luxury. 
The family could ride along the 
lazy serenity of the dirt roads, 
with an umbrella raised if the sun 
was hot, and attend church miles 
away. 


Social Link 


The mule was the social link. 
Without him there could be no vis- 
iting on Sundays or the winter 
days when the crops were laid by. 
On a small Southern farm the 
mule was the center of life. 


Matt Usher had only the mule. 
As others before him have done, 
he learned, in his loneliness, to 
talk to the mule as they worked 
together through the long days of 
plowing, of cultivating, of harvest- 
ing. And there was always com- 
munion, even though the mule was 
silent. 


There is something of a mystery 
about the mule. He is a hybrid, 
“‘without pride in ancestry or hope 
of posterity,” but he has sense 
like a man. The horse is a silly 
fool which will run back into a 
burning barn because it is a sym- 
bol of safety. A mule will break 
down a door to get out. 


A horse will work until he 
breaks down. A mule has sense 
enough to stop when he is tired 
and refuse to budge until he feels 
like it. And those whose daily 
lives have been shared with a 
mule know that the mule listens 
and understands. And though the 
city dwellers will scoff, such men 
get back an answer from the 
mule. 


So it was in bygone days, before 
the boll weevil and the machines 
came, that men sang and talked 
to their mules in the fields and 
there were companionship and 
mutual trust detween them. 


Machines Came 


The machines came .. . the 
wondrous, miraculous machines. 
And the mules began to go. Even 
on the rich Mississippi Delta, with 
its legends of mules and men and 
cotton, one began to see the grain 
elevators on the flat horizon. And 
here and there were corrals of old 
mules, with the scars of harness 
on them, sold to the dog food fac- 
tories and waiting for death. The 
machines took over. (We don’t 
know yet whether we shape the 
machines or they shape us.) 


But the little man—the one-gal- 
lus. farmer, he and his mule held 
on. They had to. There was noth- 
ing else to do. It was a struggle. 
The economists put their pencils 
to paper and came up with the 
conclusion that the mule was ob- 
solete as a unit of energy. 


But here and there. they hung 
onthe mules and the obscure 
Matt Ushers of agriculture in 
transition. Defeated, lonely, with 
~ nothing much ahead of them, they 
toiled on together. 


So when the old mule died, Matt 
Usher, in his loneliness, thought it 
over. And having done so he 
wrote a note, weighted it down 
with a rock on the path, and 
walked down to the pond where 
he so often had taken the mule 
to Crink. 


“My old mule is gone, I am 
drowned in this pond.”

The Second District turnout sur- 
passed the seven previous hear- 
ings by far, and when the cheer- 
ing, whistling and hand-clapping 
was done, the results looked like 
this: 

For closing all schools rather 
than integrate—207; for local op- 
tion—44; no opinion—one. 


All 14 counties in the Second 
District, which is the home dis- 
trict of former Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin, Administration Floor Leader 
Frank Twitty and State Demo- 
cratic Chairman James H. Gray, 
went down the line for keeping 
segregated schools at all costs. 


As usual, the only sizable sup- 
port for local option came from 
counties with sizable cities — 
Dougherty (Albany), Tift (Tifton), 
Thomas (Thomasville) and Col- 
quitt (Moultrie).

PHILADELPHIA (AP)—A howl- 
ing gang of teen-agers stabbed to 
death 17-year-old John Campiglia 
Jr. on his way home from school 
Monday. 


The boy’s father, a night work- 
er awakened by the noise of a 
group of 10 to 15 Negro boys, 
glanced out of his bedroom win- 
dow, saw a body lying on the 
sidewalk and another boy being 
beaten. 


He grabbed a .32 caliber revolv- 
er and fired two shots in the air. 
Then he ran downstairs and into 
the street. Kneeling beside the 
crumpled body he recognized his 
only son. 


Campiglia went back to the 
house for his pistol, then ran after 
the fleeing gang and grabbed one 
boy. 


Young Campiglia, an honor roll 
senior at South Philadelphia High 
School, was almost home as the 
gang closed in on him. 

Police quickly rounded up 36 
youths for questioning but no ar- 
rests were made immediately.

VEREENIGING, South Africa 
(P—a huge demonstration planned 
as a non-violent protest against 
the white government’s strict pass 
laws for African Negroes erupted 
Monday into furious violence. Fifty 
Negroes were slain by police gun- 
fire and 156 more were wounded. 


Jet planes and armored cars 
also were used to disperse the 
demonstrators. 


Twelve thousand Negroes had 
converged on the police station 
in the native quarter of Sharpe- 
ville, besieging 25 policemen in- 
side. Fire from the police station 
mowed down the front ranks of 
the crowd. The Negroes fell back 
in panic. 

The demonstration was part of 
a nationwide Negro campaign that 
began against South Africa’s pass 


racial segregation laws.

Rampaging River 


Crests at Tampa 


TAMPA, Fla. (?—The*swollen Hillsborough River 
crested five miles from downtown Tampa Monday, bring- 
ing hope to 8,000 evacuees that the city’s worst flood in 
27 years was ending. 


Sheriff Fd Blackburn sal 
“It may take some time for all 
of the flood water to drain out of 
the river and other flooded 
areas.” 


The fashionable Forest Hills sec- 
tion, four miles west of the river 
and perhaps hardest hit by 
the flood which began Thursday, 
started draining Sunday night. 


More than 300 families left 
homes in this area when water 
from a lake poured through a 
gap in a flood control levee and 
stood along streets at depths of 
four feet. The water level started 
dropping shortly after the gap 
was plugged. 


Blackburn estimated 2,000 fam- 
ilies left their homes here because 
of actual flooding, the threat of 
water or because roads leading to 
homes became impassible. 


A three-day rainstorm across 
central Florida last week brought 
the flood. A rainfall of 25 inches 


Tampa in 72 hours. 


A Red Cross survey showed 1,- 
100 families in seven counties 
east of Tampa were affected. 
Highways and county roads were 
heavily damaged by the water.

Negro and 600 white voters.. 


Tuskegee is the home of Tus- 
kegee Institute, one of the na- 
tion’s best-known Negro colléges.

Ike Urges 
Half Billion 
College Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Urging 
speed, the Eisenhower administra- 
tion prodded Congress Monday to 
vote loan guarantees and half a 
billion dollars in grants so the na- 
tion’s colleges can absorb a mil- 
lion added students. 


Saying such institutions face a 
major crisis by 1964, Secretary 
of Welfare Flemming told a 
House Education subcommit- 
tee: “I would plead with this 


congress to deal with this prob- 
lem at this session. We cannot 


afford to wait until the next ses- ' 


sion.” 


Despite Flemming's tone of ur- 
gency, it appeared doubtful Con- 
gress would act this year on the 
administration's five-year pro- 
gram for helping collegés and uni- 
versities build new classrooms, 
laboratories and other teaching 
plants. 


A big reason for this is a de- 
veloping fight over Démocratic- 
backed legislation to provide 975 
million dollars in aid for below 
college-level schools. 


The administration plan to sup- 
port the college building program 
would provide: 


1. Government. guarantee of 
private loans to independent col- 
leges and universities. State uni- 
versities and other publicly sup- 
ported institutions would not need 
this guarantee because they al- 
ready may issue _ tax-exempt 
bonds having a ready market. 


2. Cash grants equal to one- 
fourth of loans obtained by col- 
leges. Such loans, eligible for fed- 
eral aid, would be limited to five 
million dollars each. The grants 
would be paid to the institutions 
over 20 years and would be 
applied to annual charges. Over- 
all, up to 500 million dollars 
would be allowed for this purpose.

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector 
(UPI)—Evangelist Billy Graham 
wound up his five-day tour of 
Israel Monday with a sermon in 
which he assured his audience 
‘No true Christian ever perse 
cuted a Jew.” 


The Baptist minister from Mon- 
treat, N.C., spoke at the crowded 
700-seat St. Peter’s Church in 
Jaffa. Most of his listeners were 
Jewish teeen-agers. A crowd that 
gathered outside two hours before 
Graham’s arrival heard his talk 
on “What’s Wrong With the 
World” over loudspeakers. It was 
translated into Hebrew. 


Graham did not follow his usual 
custom and ask the congregation 
to make ‘‘decisions for Christ”’ 
but asked instead that his listen- 
erse think about ‘taking God into 
your hearts.””

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Study Commission 
To Hear Atlantans 


In its hearings around the state, the 
school study commission has performed 
a useful educational function in. con- 
fronting the people with the choice they 
must make. In turn, its members have 
learned more about the problem and the 
differing outlook in various Georgia lo- 
calities. 

Yesterday at Moultrie, for instance, 
the majority of groups which appeared 
represented prosegregation at any cost. 
Whether or not this would be majority 
opinion in a vote on closed or open 
schools and local option is a matter 
of conjecture. 

But certainly there {s far from unani- 
mous opinion and the forces favoring 
1aking an effort to prevent closing of 
schools are growing in number. The GEA 
action of last Friday and the plea by De- 
Kalb Supt. Jim Cherry for business in- 
terests to take a stand are only the 
latest. If leadership asserts itself, Mr. 
Cherry believes, there will be no school 
closings. 

Tomorrow the study group comes to 
Atlanta for one of its most important 
hearings. Atlanta is under court order to 
begin a gradual desegregation plan and 
its pupil placement plan has been ap- 
proved. It faces an immediate problem— 
one involving 100,000 children and their 
teachers. Such a problem faces no other 
community at this time and most would 
not be affected for years if at all. 

Mayor Hartsfield’s charge that some 
persons are trying to “scare off’ those 
wanting to testify for local option here 
doubtless has some validity. This tactic 
has been used elsewhere and it is surpris- 
ing the Sibley commission -has been able 
to do as good a job as it has. We hope 
as many Atlantans as possible will make 
themselves heard in spite of any attempts 
at intimidation. 

It should be pointed out again and 
again that the problem varies with lo- 
calities. Local option would permit local 
control of the decision affecting a par- 
ticular locality. It could mean local clos- 
ing of schools and a local system of pri- 
vate schools. It also could mean that com- 
munities desiring to do so could make use 
of pupil placement alternatives. 

Local option is a way out for those 
who desire both public schools and seg- 
regation. Under present laws in Georgia, 
there is no choice. Local communities 
have no authority in the matter. 

As the commission nears conclusion of 
its hearings, it appears more than ever 
that freedom of choice for local commu- 
nities is the best hope of saving Atlanta's 
publie schools and those of the state.

Real Spring W eather 
Will Be Most Welcome 


The calendar says this is spring. 

But it’s having a tough time convinc- 
ing winter that its time has run out. Hav- 
ing slugged Georgia with repeated ice 
and cold storms, winter still packs a 
potent punch and refuses to surrender the 
stage until all its fury is exhausted. 

The audience is exhausted and the 
cheers long ago gave way to boos. But 
still the cold weather hogs the spotlight 
with freezing temperatures at night and 
stiff, chilling winds during the daytime. 

Traditionally March is a capricious 
month. This time, however, it has been 
downright nasty. 

Fven with its terrible stubborness, 
though, winter soon will have to surren- 
der. Spring, the authentic kind as dis- 
tinguished from the calendar variety, is 
rapping at the door and it’s only a matter 
of time before it emerges in its green 
party dress. 

Its debut will be more welcome than 
usual after the devastating winter Geor- 
gia has experienced, The chores that go 
with spring, even digging in the yard, 
mowing the lawn and related work would 
be pleasant.

Is Nuclear Test Offer 


Concession by Russia? 


The Russian offer to the Big Three 
nuclear conference which is in apparent 
agreement with President Eisenhower’s 
plan for a partial suspension of nuclear 
weapons tests is a gesture toward com- 
promise. If details can be agreed upon, 
then it may open the way for some prog- 
ress in the 10-nation disarmament con- 
ference. 

The new Soviet plan would accept 
U.S. proposals for leaving small-scale 
underground tests outside the scope of 
the treaty provided the West promises to 
forego al] tests during an agreed upon 
period of research aimed at developing 
better detection methods. 

But once again the Communists are 
vague about control and inspection meas- 
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ures—the shag upon which all previous 
disarmament talks have foundered. 

On the bright side of the coin, how- 
ever, are indications that the Soviets and 
the West are moving toward compromises 
they have been unwilling to make be- 
fore. The West has accepted the idea of 
total disarmament to the level of in- 
ternal security forces as the ultimate goal. 
At some time in the future, a U.N. 
armed force would police a disarmed 
world. 

While neither side expects to achieve 
such a goal in the foreseeable future, 
there is some hope that progress can be 
made in easing today’s arms race. But 
with the world’s nuclear club growing, 
time may run out. And Communist China 
—a rising military power—is not even 
in on the discussions.

Bonsal Return to Cuba 
Leaves It Up to Castro 


The return of U.S. Ambassador Philip 
Bonsal to Cuba was greeted with more 
irresponsible blasts from Cuban officials. 
Ridiculous charges of sabotage and at- 
tacks on U.S. economic policies continue. 
But even so, the decision by the President 
to return Bonsal to his post is the wiser 
course. : 

We do not send ambassadors to oth- 
er countries because we approve of the 
governments of these countries. We send 
them to try to protect this country’s in- 
terests and to maintain an exchange of 
views and negotiations. 

It is true that Castro’s government as- 
sumes an increasingly left-wing—even 
Communist—tint. At the same time it is 
in our interest and in that of Cuba that 
an attempt be made to iron out differ- 
ences and to lessen Communist influences. 
We must, for example, stop these in- 
stances of planes flying from America and 
violating Cuban territory as reported 
again yesterday. 

While Castro and his leaders, notably 
the head of Cuba’s National Bank, Che 
Guevara, are showing great friendship 
with Moscow now, there can be no sta- 
bility or prosperity for Cuba ‘except 
through friendly relations with the United 
States. Whether it be the sugar trade or 
investments in industry, geography makes 
that a fact. 
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America Was Founded 


By Immigrant Millions 


Early in his presidential career Pres- 
ident Franklin Roosevelt was asked to 
address the DAR. He outraged them by 
beginning, “Fellow immigrants.” 

It is true that our nation was built 
by immigrants. It is equally valid to say 
we have been enriched by waves of im- 
migration from many lands. Now comes 
the President to ask that the annual limit 
of 154,000 quota immigrants be doubled, 
a substitute for the present national ori- 
gins system, an end to the really dis- 
graceful and harmful discrimination 
against Orientals and for a distribution 
of unused quotas among oversubscribed 
countries. 

In addition, President Eisenhower 
urged provision be made for many thou- 
sands of political refugees, innocent vic- 
tims of persecution, to come to. this coun- 
try. The number involved annually is one 
sixth of one per cent of the population. 

We are a country which has always 
drawn strength and inspiration from our 
position as a refugee for those who are 
oppressed and ambitious to live in and 
serve a free country. 

The late Secretary Dulles sought such 
a change in the immigration laws. 50 
have many other leaders in and out of 
public life. The President's appeal likely 
will be lost. If it is we will all pay the 
bill in the years ahead when such dis- 
criminations as presently exist in the law 
come home to roost.

Anaconda Is Cited 


As Heaviest Snake 


Medford, Mass. — I was inter- 
ested in a letter written by Coop- 
er Smith of Waycross and pub- 
lished in the March 11 edition of 
The Constitution. He stated that 
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performances of the same kind make it impossible to come to a 
confident conclusion whether they are deliberate, with full awareness 
of their consequences, or are involuntary reactions from sudden and 


irresistible impulse. 

By normal standards of reason- 
ing it would have to be assumed 
that when Butler predicted at a 
meeting with newspaper reporters 
the almost certain nomination of 
sen. Kennedy by the Democratic 
National Convention and agreed 
this prophesy could be publicly 
attributed to “a _ highly-placed 
Democratic organization source,” 
he was sufficiently intelligent and 
experienced to realize two things. 
One, that his identity could not 
be concealed from the inevitable 
inquiry by Kennedy’s Democratic 
rivals. Two, that this would anger 
them and their partisans — thus 
increasing the dissension in the 
party — and associate his obliga- 
tory neutral office with the Ken- 
nedy nomination drive. 


But these assumptions are 
reached, as noted above, by nor- 
mal standards of induction. They 
cannot be relied on in the case of 
one who so often has invited 
damaging personal and party con- 
sequences plainly to be foreseen 
and then expressed astonishment 
at the sequel. Nor can they be 
relied on in the case of a politi- 
cian whose latest of a series of 
apologies for derogatory persen- 
alities had to be.made to ‘‘the 
and people of the 
United States.” 


The current and inevitable up- 
roar in the Democratic Party was 
caused by the following statements 
to reporters authorized for pub- 
lication under a cloak of anony- 
mity that was sure to be blown 
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off by the blasts of protest it 
was equally sure to evoke: His 
‘wide travel through the country 
and both recent and expected 
political developments” had con- 
vinced him Kennedy probably 
would be nominated on an early 
ballot and would “triumph by a 
considerable margin” over Sen. 
Humphrey in the Wisconsin pri- 
mary April 5. 

Political history fails to record 
a previous instance in which a 
national chairman, for authorized 
publication anonymous or other- 
wise, would foreclose a contest in 
his party for a presidential nom- 
Ination among several candidates: 
“attach little importance” to the 
arquous and undemitting cam- 
paign being waged by one of them 
(Humphrey) and “rule out... 
any prospect” of the choice of 
another, Sen. Johnson of Texas 
(the party leader in the Senate). 

The difficulty of figuring out 
why a national chairman would do 
all this is further complicated by 
Butler’s refusal, after his identity 
was revealed, to affirm or deny 
that he is its “‘highly-placed Dem- 
ocratie organization source.” If 
his interview was an act of cal- 
culated boldness, conceived to be 
in the interest of the party, eva- 
siveness has lost it that quality. 
Students of the odd behavior of 
Butler had best quit trying to 
fathom why he thinks part of a 
referee’s duty is to turn out the 
lights at ringside, put on a pair 
of boxing gloves and take a sock 
at a contestant in the dark.

Adlai Stevenson, to 
pick one over all the others to 
serve in the White House for the 
next four years? If not, what 
could you do about it? 


. Three of these candidates, John- 
son, Stevenson and Symington, are 
entering no primaries—a process 
by which they become better 
known to both the politicians and 
the voters. The other two, Ken- 
nedy and Humphrey, are com- 
peting only in Wisconsin, West 
Virginia and Oregon. How can 
the delegates from the other states 
get to know these men well 
enough to make at. least as in- 
telligent judgment as they would 
want to do if they were picking 
the president of their company, 
their union or their lodge? 


Obviously it is not enough just 
to read the headlines. Obviously 
many of the delegates do- not 
want to abdicate their judgment 
to somebody else’s advice or be 
told how to vote by a political 
boss.

How can they do this? Gov. 
Collins of Florida comes forward 
with an interesting and practical 
proposal.

tion, already selected, will ‘‘never 
really get an opportunity to know 
the contending candidates and 
their stand on the various issues,” 
unless something is done about it.

“We would invite to Tallahassee 
on several Saturdays all the Flor- 
ida delegates and, one at a time, 
each of the contenders for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion.

The least deliberative body in 
the country is a national conven- 
tion. The only time to deliberate 
thoughtfully is before the con- 
vention. It strikes me that Gov. 
Collins is showing one way it can 
usefully be done. I think it would 
be worthwhile for Paul Butler, 
national chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Party, and the candidates 
to sit down together and work 
this thing out on an organized 
basis.

WASHINGTON—Up in the House of Repre- 
sentatives these days, while members shout and 
raise their arms in the heat of the civil rights 


faith become diminished if we do 
not return frequently to the source 
of our power, the Light of the 
world!

Every day Rep. Doyle hurries 
over to the floor to be on hand 
for the prayer.

Rep. Doyle does not consider 
his journal a rival to the record, 
since he writes down “what is 
done as well as what is said.” 


For instance, he notes “‘ap- 
plause from Democrats” at a 
certain turn whereas the record 
would merely note ‘‘applause,” 
without that subtle partisan shad- 
ing which enables Rep.

The 
declarer in today’s hand learned 


that leading even one round of 
trumps early in the play was 
fatal. 


The bidding calls for some com- 
ment. South’s one heart bid vio- 
lates the high card requirements 
for an opening major suit call. 
His choice, however, was based 
on strategic considerations. Be- 
cause of ‘the part score and the 
minimum nature of his holding, 
South wished to inhibit competi- 
tion from the opposition and at 
the same time suggest a major 
suit contract conveniently in an 
effort to complete the partial. 
North had a sound raise to two 
hearts and neither opponent was 
in position to take any action. 


The ten of diamonds was 
opened and covered by the jack, 
queen and ace. In an effort to test 
the trump suit, declarer crossed 
over to the ace of clubs and led 


the eight of hearts permitting it 


to ride when East played low. 


West was quite pleased at the 
turn of events and eagerly 
scooped in the trick with the jack 
and continued with the ace, king 
and a small heart. Declarer ac- 
cordingly found himself complete- 
ly out of trumps after only one 
lead of the suit. Since he could 
take only his aces and kings, the 
outcome was a two trick set. 


Declarer had gone into action 
without a proper plan of attack. 
With only five top tricks outside 
of the heart suit he should realize 
that it will be necessary to ruff 
out some of his losers and that, 
at all costs, the trump suit should 
be left untouched. He should first 
play the ace and king of clubs 
and then trump a club in dummy. 
Now the king and ace of spades 
should be cashed and then anoth- 
er club may be led. Even if some- 
one overruffs the dummy, South 
will still be able to win two trump 
tricks in his hand to bring his 
trick total to eight.

As an employe incurring unreimbursement or par- 
tially unreimbursed expenses on behalf of your employer 
you are probably entitled to an income tax deduction. 


Two of the primary income tax 
problems you will face in claim- 
ing the deduction are (1) defin- 
ing which of your expenses were 
“ordinary and necessary” and (2) 
determining what records you 
must have, or what reports you 
must have rendered your employ- 
er, to substantiate the deduction. 


The question of what is an ‘‘or- 
dinary and necessary” business 
expense is difficult to define. The 
Internal Revenue Code gives some 
general rules but few exact an- 
swers, and it depends to a great 
extent on the facts of each case. 


BUSINESS OR PLEASURE 


A Federal or State of Georgia 
agent auditing your tax return 
will not question the wisdom of 
your spending, but he will decide 
whether you spent the money for 
business or pleasure purposes and 
the reasonableness of the expendi- 
ture may influence his decision. 


Remember that you are permit- 
ted to deduct most ‘‘business” ex- 
penses to arrive at adjusted gross 
income, while you must subtract 
such expenses as charitable dona- 


ee ae

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tions, medical bills and other 
‘“‘personal”’ expenses from adjust- 
ed gross income. This means an 


employe may take all the travel 
deductions to which he is entitled, 
and still take the standard 10 per 
cent deduction for other allowa- | 
ble expenses. 


The following are the more im- 
portant travel and entertainment 
deductions available to taxpayers 
who work on an expense account: 


TRANSPORTATION — All costs 
of transportation by train, plane, 
ship, bus, taxicab and so forth 
are deductible. So are tips. You 
are not required to travel by the 
cheapest means available. You 
may go first class if you like. 


HOTELS AND MOTELS—Nor- 
mally you will have no difficulty 
about claiming a deduction for 
individual accommodations. It is 
increasingly difficult to justify ac- 
commodations for a wife and/or 
family, however. Tax agents will 
disallow laundry, cleaning and 
pressing charges and other per. 
sonal items. 


LUNCHEONS AND DINNERS— 
You may deduct the cost of win- 
ing and dining customers, pros- 
pective customers, manufactur- 


ers, suppliers and other business 
associates. As for your own meal, 
you are permitted to deduct only 
the amount over what you “‘nor- 
mally’’ would have spent had you 
not been entertaining. The less 
obvious your business purpose, 
the harder you will have to work 


to show the connection between 
the expenditure and business. Tips | 
are deduct®le if they are in con- | 
junction with meals bought for 
customers. 


NATURE OF PROOF 


The proper “‘proof’’ you must 
have to back up the deduction 
for unreimbursed business. ex- 
penses depends upon whether or 
not you "account to your em- 
ployer.’’

To ‘‘account to your employer” | 
means to render to him a written | 
statement or expense report show- | 
ing the business nature and the | 
amount of all your expenses, in- 
cluding those charged through 
credit cards or otherwise. These | 
expenditures and charges may be | 
summarized in such broad classi- | 
fications as transportation, meals, | 
hotels, entertainment and other | 
business expenses. An expense re- | 
port that states only a broad gen- 
eralization, such as “trip to Wash- | 
ington, N‘C.—$600,"" would prob- | 
ably not be accepted by the gov- | 
ernment as reporting to your em- | 
ployer. | 
IRS RULING | 

Even thought you are reim-| 
bursed on the basis of a mile | 


miles traveled of so much per day 
when in travel status, you may 
still be considered to have ac- 
counted to your employer if the 
rates of these allowances are be- 
low certain maximums. The In- 
ternal Revenue Service has ruled 
that such allowances will be con- 
sidered the equivalent of an ac- 
counting to the employer if the 
rates are not in excess of 125% 
of the rates authorized to be paid 
by the federal government. 


Since the mileage and per diem | 
rates presently used by the gov- | 
ernment for travel within the | 
United States are 10 cents per. 
mile and $12 per day, maximums | 
of 12% cents per mile and $15 per | 
day would satisfy the govern- | 
ment’s requirement for account- 
ing to the employer. 
UNUSUAL CIRCUMSTANCES 

If ‘mileage or per diem rates ex- 
ceed these maximums they may | 
still be accepted as the equivalent | 
of accounting if the excess can be 
explained to the satisfaction of 
the government as being due to. 
unusual circumstances. 


If you do account to your em- 
ployer for business expenses and 
if the actual expenses that you } 
incur for the benefit of your em- 
ployer are ‘equal to the total of | 
reimbursements and other| 
charges paid by your employer, 
you need only state in your re- 
turn that amounts received di- |

rectly or indirectly from your 
employer did not exceed the busi- 
ness expenses paid or incurred 
for the benefit of your employer. 


DEFINITION 


The term reimbursement as 
used in this discussion includes 
expense advances and allowances 
and charges made to your em- 
ployer’s account by credit cards 
or otherwise. 


If your reimbursements and the 
like exceed your actual expenses 
and if you do account to your 
employer, you must include this 
excess on Line 5 of Form 1040 
and state in your return that you 
have done so.

Another Negro in favor of 
school closing was Clinton Talley, 
principal of an Edison school in 
Calhoun County, where 69 per cent 
of the school children are Ne- 
groes. 


Talley said some $460,000 of a 
recent $500,000 school budget in 
Calhoun was “alloted to Negro 
education.”’ A poll of Negro par- 
ents, he ‘said, came out 1,571 to 
seven for segregation.

“You need experts to advise 
you,”’ Gross said, ‘“‘but don’t let 
yourselves become overwhelmed 
by technical problems.

leaders in the community.” 


Robinson told the group that no 
city can afford the waste of run- 
down areas and that only the 
federal government had found the 
solution to huge reclamation costs 
for cities. He said the city is 
now in the initial two stages of 
evaluation: What can we do with 
the land after we reclaim it? 
What are the requirements of the 
families in the area? He said the 
study should get an answer to the 
questions in about six months.

Businessmen 
Urged to Join 
War on Reds 


People in the United States 
must make a “businessman’s ef- 
fort’ rather than depend entirely 
on government bureaus to combat 
the communist pressure in the 
free world, a consultant to the 
Secretary of Defense told mem- 
bers of the Rotary Club here 
Monday. 


Col. Tracy Voorhees, emphasiz- 
ing that he was speaking as a 
private citizen and not a govern- 
ment official, outlined three 
threats which confront the US. 
today: ‘First, there is the all-out 
nuclear attack. I don’t believe we 
are in that danger. The nuclear 
aggressor in such a war knows 
that his country would not last. 
We have the Strategic Air Com- 
mand—and don’t let anyone under- 
rate its power—and the intercon- 
tinental ballistic missile and we 
will have Polaris (the Navy’s sub- 
marine-fired missile) this year. 
And there are the carriers with 
their loads of atomic weapons... .”’ 


Col. Voorhees said the second 
threat is that of limited attack 
such as “Korea, the Berlin crisis 
of the 40s, Viet Nam” where we 
needed—and got—the help of 
“friends.”’ 


MAKING PROGRESS 

The third threat Col. Voorhees 
outlined was the “war” that 
“Khrushchev and company” are 
Carrying on. 

Col. Voorhees did not delineate 
the ways in which American busi- 
nessmen can enter the field of 
combat with the Communists, but 
did raise this question: “Can we 
—with no shooting—waken our- 
selves in time to counter a ruth- 
less dictatorship?” 


Col. Voorhees was introduced to 
Rotary by his classmate at Co- 
lumbia Law School, Robert Trout- 
man.

COMRADES SLAIN 
Slap Revives 
Memory of 


War II Vet 


LONG EATON, England (AP) 
—A smack in the eye from a plas- 
tic doll has brought back the 
World War II memories a man 
says he lost when he found 
six of his friends murdered by 
the Germans in Italy. 


The smack came accidentally 
when 39-year-old Arthur Bennett 
was playing with his young son. 
That night he was taken ill at 
work. 


“Then something began ‘to 
churn inside me,”’ said Bennett, 
a wartime British army private, 
at his home Sunday. 


Slowly the memories came 
flooding back. Bennett remem- 
bered his capture in Libya and 
his subsequent escape from an 
Italian prison camp. He remem- 
bered how he joined the parti- 
sans, fighting the Germans and 
helping to smuggle Allied prison- 
ers over the border to Switzer- 
land. 


Then he remembered a day in 
July 1943. It was the day, Ben- 
nett claims, when he found six 
British soldiers shot dead, the 
event that led him to lose his 
memory from shock. 


“I left them in a wood at Villa- 
franche while I went hack five 
miles to the church at Vigasio 
for medicines and bandages,’ he 
told a reporter. “Some were 
wounded in escaping and others 
were suffering from dysent2ry 
and malaria. 


“When I got back they were 
dead. Later I ambushed and shot 
the German officer responsible 
for it. But it was too much for 
me after my own experiences in 
prison camps. I became i!! and 
the partisans smuggled me into 
Switzerland.”’

The advancement—well 
that depends on your idea of advancing in the 
world. I think there will be many people who will 
find the rewards of this job more than adequate. 


The job—ten jobs, really—involve driving men 
and women who are suffering from multiple 
schlerosis to the youth center back of the Peach- 
tree Christian Church at 10 a.m. on Thursday 
and picking them up and taking them home 
at 2:30 p.m. 


Simple? 


It is one of the simplest pieces of community 
service I ever heard of and yet it means a very 
great deal to 10 to 25 disabled multiple sclerosis 
sufferers, 


Bob Clark, who has been directing this once- 
a-week recreation center, told me that its exis- 
tence depends upon transportation. For a year 
now an Atlanta cab company has provided this 
service free of charge but the other day one of 
the officials sadly informed the Atlanta Chapter, 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, that the total expense 
was too much for one small company to absorb. 


“What they did for us is more than terrific,”

Bob said, “and I wouldn't want to ask them to 
make another trip. I believe that there must be 
enough men in Atlanta, possibly retired men 
who have automobiles and a little time on their 
hands, who wouldn't mind taking a couple of 
hours to help us out once a week. Just finding 
them is all it takes.” 


Bob didn’t say that if these ten men aren’t 
found the recreation center will close because 
he and all the people connected with it cannot 
bear the idea of depriving these ill people of 
what is the brightest, happiest spot in any week 
for most of them. The Society provides the direc- 
tion but most of the fun at this recreation center 
is the work of volunteers. There are classes in 
rug making and arts and crafts. Groups sit and 
talk together, listen to or make music. 


“You should see six people playing bridge,” 
Bob said. “Two of them will be holding the 
cards and reading them for two others who are 
blind. It’s a marvelous sight to see and we have 
some wonderful bridge players.”’ 


The Red Cross motor corps would normally 
give a hand with this transportation problem but 
some of the patients need more help in getting 
in and out of the car than most women can give, 
Bob told me. Several of them also have wheel 
chairs which have to be folded up and placed 
in the trunk of the car. It is not exactly heavy 
work but it would be hard on a woman driver, 
Bob thinks. 


The people who come to the recreation center 
live in all parts of Atlanta, Buckhead, West End 
and in the neighboring communities of Smyrna, 
Marietta and Decatur.

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Dramatic Change Seen 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., 


In Japanese Women 


(WNS)—Japanese women 


have made the most dramatic change in status in 


modern times, 


reports Dr. 


Ronald Anderson, after 


an extended study in Japan. 


Dr. Anderson, a University of 
Michigan professor of educa- 
tion, taught in Japanese schools 
before World War II and helped 
reorganize education during the 
American occupation. 


Japanese women, he said, 
are not only shedding the bonds 
that have held them back for 
centuries, but are at the same 
tirne retaining their femininity. 


Within only ten years, Japa- 
nese women have spanned the 
era from medieval times to the 
atomic age, he said. Never 
have women folk anywhere 
come up so fast, and their 
progress pales by comparison 
such feminist movements as the 
one which in 1922 gained the 
vote in the United States or the 
current efforts in Switzerland to 
win suffrage for women, 


To the Japanese the most 
striking change had to do with 
the attitude toward sex, and the 
law says specifically that ‘‘men 
and women shall esteem and co- 


operate with each other; co- 

education, therefore, shall be 
recognized in education.” 
Coeducation started in the 


grade schools in 1949, and ‘by 
1957 had spread into most of the 
upper secondary schools, two 
thirds of the full-time schools 
and four fifths of the part-time 
upper-secondary schools. 


Japanese traditionalists pre- 
dicted immorality would sweep 
the nation, but Dr. Anderson 
found no evidence even of juve- 
nile delinquency on a scale com- 
pared with that troubling the 


Western world. He found that 
such of the “rock ‘n’ roll” set 
that has caused headaches in 
Japan comes mainly from the 
few schools where coeducation 
had been held back. 


The huge addition to Japanese 
“brainpower” by the liberation 
of women is regarded as the 
biggest boon by the nation’s 
leaders, according to Dr. Ander- 
son. 


One university dean told him: 
“It was almost worth losing the 
feminine half of our population 
made available to the nation.” 


In both the college entrance 
examinations and in class work, 
the coeds are excelling the men. 


Japanese women during the 
war went into the factories and 
fields while the men were away, 
but today they resist any 
coarsening that this might give 
them, so that paradoxically the 
old ways of gentle femininity 
are undergoing a revival in 
Japan along with the new “rise 
of womanhood,” said Dr. An- 
derson.

Good Health 


Asthmatics 
Can Avoid 
Allergies 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


We have discussed medications 
and desensitizing shots for a child 
with asthma. 


Among other things, the child 
was sensitive to dust, wool and 
pollens, as well as certain foods. 
Diet can be rearranged to avoid 
offending foods. The other prob- 
lems are not so simple. 


Dust can be controlled more 
easily than pollen. First, every 
effort should be made to keep 
the bedroom as free as possible 
of dust. This means a minimum 
of books, shelves, pictures, knick- 
nacks and other items that can 
collect dust. 


In a house that has hot-air 
heat, particular care should be 
taken to keep the basement as 
dust-free as possible; otherwise 
the particles will be circulated 
through the heating system. 


Blankets pose a double problem 
—the wool (to which one may 
sensitive) and dust which natural- 
ly will collect there too. 


Wool can be avoided by sub- 
stituting a spread of some harder- 
fibered fabric which can be 
washed as often as necessary to 
remove the dust. 


There are alse electronic filters 
which circulate the air slowly (by 
a fan) and trap the dust and 
pollen as the air flows through. 
One of these can be used in the 
room. 


The boy had a bad time in 
July of last summer but in June 
and August he felt much better. 
This suggests he is bothered by 
pollen from grasses. Earlier in 
the season, one suspects pollen 
from blossoms on trees. Later in 
the season, of course, ragweed 
and its annoying relatives are 
the likely offenders. 


Since pollen can be carried 
some distance by the wind, it is 
not easy to predict where it will 
be, nor how to avoid it. But if 
the lad’s bedroom is kept free, it 
will give him some restful sleep 
and leave him fresh to meet the 
next day’s problems. 


Even when a patient is being 
treated with desensitization shots 
for dust (or other allergens) it 
remains essential to avoid these 
allergens as much as possible. 


For, as I said, desensitizing is 
a process of giving small doses 
of the things ot which the patient 
is sensitive, so that he or she 
gradually acquires natural de- 
fenses against them. If such a 
person encounters a heavier ex- 
posure to these things, then the 
body’s defenses are swamped,

Elliott is wisely refraining from making any first division fore- 
cast. However, this promises to be the brightest season for the 
Athletics since 1955 when they soared to sixth place.

Special to The Constitution 
ATHENS—Mark Carr, outstanding Georgia sopho- 
more, is two-for-two in meet record performances thus 
far this track season. The Cairo native has competed in 
two events and has set a meet record in each one. 


Carr's latest record-breaking performance came Sat- 
urday night in Chattanooga during the annual Jaycee 
Invitational meet when he won the broad jump with a 


leap of 23 feet, eight inches. The old meet record was 
23-42. 


In his first competition as a varsityman, Carr set a 
broad jump record of 23-2 in the Coliseum Indoor meet 
in Montgomery Feb. 20.
